Rocket  Ride  by 
Alan  B.  Shepard 
Ends  in  Success 

CAPE  CANAVERAL.  May  5 (UPI>  — 
Astronaut  Alan  Shepard  was  plucked  out  of 
the  water  by  helicopter  at  7:55  a.m.  1\IST 
and  a few  minutes  later  was  put  down  on  the 
deck  of  tlie  aircraft  carried  Lake  (Champlain, 
main  ship  of  the  down  range  recovery  fleet. 

Shepard  was  on  constant  radio- communi- 
cation with  the  l\Iercury  control  center  here 
or  witli  the  recovery  forces  througliout  his 
historic  flight. 

His  first  reported  words  200  seconds 
after  liftoff  were  “Wliat  a beautiful  view.” 
He  could  see  the  curving  earth  north  to  Cape 
Hatteras.  N.C.,  he  reported. 

As  he  climbed  out  of  the  lielicopter  aboard 
tlie  carrier,  30  minutes  after  he  left  the 
launching  pad,  the  word  from  the  recovery 
ship  was  that  “He  is  under  his  own  povrv* 
and  doing  very  well.”  The  National  Aeronau- 
tics and  Snace  Administration  announced  at 
8:10  a.m.  MST: 

“A  project  Mercury  spacecraft  carrying 
astronaut  Alan  B.  Shepard  Jr.  on  the  na- 
teion’s  first  manned  space  flight  landed  in 
the  Atlantic  Ocean  about  302  statute  miles 
from  here  at  7:49  a.m.  MST.

Next  Year:  No  Spring  Vacation 


The  academic  schedule  for  the  school  year  1961-62 
at  Brigham  Young  University  has  been  approved  by  the 
Administration  and  printed  in  the  general  catalog. 

The  new  schedule,  on  the  whole,  is  an  improvement 
over  this  year’s  and  reflects  the  time  and  thought  taken 
by  the  Administration  to  consider  student  problems  in 
planning  such  a schedule. 

School  will  begin  on  September  20  and  close  June 
1.  This  is  good.  The  early  closing  date  gives  students  an 
edge  on  seeking  summer  jobs.  !Most  universities  do  not 
dismiss  school  until  the  second  or  third  week  in  June. 

The  new  schedule  provides  ample  time  for  a Christ- 
mas recess.  School  will  be  released  December  18  and  re- 
convene January  3.  The  longer  vacation  period  is  in- 
dicative of  the  Administration’s  concern  for  students 
who  must  travel  long  distances  to  reach  home. 

But  there  has  been  no  provision  made  for  a sem- 
ester break  or  spring  vacation  in  the  schedule.  The 
only  official  holiday  after  Jan.  3 will  be  Y Day.  Why 
is  this? 

The  Administration’s  answer  to  the  no  semester 
break  policy  was  given  by  Alma  King  in  an  interview. 
He  said,  “The  students  will  be  in  school  barely  a month 
after  Christmas  vacation  when  the  semester  break 
comes.  It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Administration  that  a 
vacation  at  this  time  would  not  be  advisable.’’ 

Another  problem  on  a break  at  this  time  is  what 
to  do  with  those  students  who  must  remain  in  Provo. 
About  .509c  of  the  studentbody  comes  from  distances 
too  far  to  be  traveled  in  a week,  said  King.  The  Admin- 
istration would  have  to  plan  some  type  of  activity  for 
these  students. 

The  reason  of  the  Administration  are  valid,  true, 
but  should  not  the  students  have  been  consulted  before 
making  this  decision?  Haven’t  they  shown  enough  in- 
terest and  desire  for  a break  some  time  between  the 
long  months  of  January?  In  fact,  the  plan  of  most  uni- 
versities on  the  semester  system  to  give  a semester 
break  and/or  spring  vacation,  was  one  of  the  biggest 
selling  points  for  initiating  the  change  from  the  quarter 
system  at  Brigham  Young  University. 

It  has  recently  come  to  our  attention  that  the  Ad- 
ministration, while  making  up  the  academic  schedule, 
did  attempt  to  get  student  opinion  and  suggestions 
for  a semester  break  or  spring  \-acation. 

Since  the  studentbody  is  much  too  large  to  allow’ 
personal  contact  with  each  student  for  his  views,  the 
Dean’s  Council,  which  formulates  the  schedule,  ap- 
proached the  ASBYU  Executive  Council  for  their  sug- 
gestions. , ^ 

King,  representing  the  Dean  s Council,  asked  the 
studentbody  president  and  vice  presidents  to  discuss 
and  submit  opinions  on  student  desire  for  a vacation 
at  the  semester  break  or  a week  off  during  the  semi- 
annual conference  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Lat- 
ter-day Saints  held  each  April. 

At  that  time,  the  Executive  Council  was  preparing 
to  go  to  Hawaii.  Apparently,  with  the  hustle  and  bustle 
of  trip  preparations,  the  Council  forgot  this  matter  and 
failed  to  put  it  on  their  agenda.  It  was  never  brought 
up  again. 

file  failure  of  the  Executive  Council  to  follow- 
through  on  this  offer  by  the  Administration  could  have 
been  another  reason  why  no  semester  break  or  spring 
vacation  has  been  scheduled  for  next  year. 

The  fact  that  the  Administration  did  approach  the 
students,  through  their  elected  representatives,  to  seek 
their  opinions  anS  suggestions,  indicates  a willingness 
on  the  partnif  the  Administration  to  consider  a vacation 
period  between  January  and  June.  The  obligation  is  now- 
on  the  part  of  the  students  to  follow  through.

Archaeological  Expedition  Returns 


After  a three-month  stay  away  | 
from  home,  three  members  of  I 
the  Brigham  Young  University! 
Archaeology  Expeciition  return- 
ed to  Provo,  Wednesday  even- 
iiig  at  10. 

They  had  made  the  more  than 
3000  mile  trip  back  to  BYU  in 
a panel  truck,  dragging  a small 
two  wheel  trailer.  When  asked ' 
wh'at  the  highlight  of  the  expe-  ■ 
dition  was,  Carl  Hugh  Jones  re-j 
plied,  “Coming  home.”  I 

Lawrence  O.  Anderson  and ' 
Ray  Matheney  echoed  his  senti- ! 
ments.  | 

Their  troubles  began  when ; 
the  expedition  arrived  in  Mexico 
City,  on  their  way  down  to  the' 
excavation  site  in  the  Mexican 
state  of  Campeche.  They  all  had ' 
the  wrong  visa  stamped  in  their  j 
passports.  This  meant  a tv/o  I 
week  delay  to  straighten  out  the  j 
red  tape.  I 

Then,  when  they  arrived  at 
the  digging  site,  the  truck  ran 
into  a big  hole.  This  damaged 
the  front  end  (bent  the  tie  rod' ! 
and  necessitated  cutting  brush  j 
and  prying  the  truck  out  of  its 
predicament. 

Little  did  they  know  that  the 
brush  they  were  chopping  was 
the  dangerous  Chi  Chan,  a tree 
which  exudes  a poisonous  sap 
when  it  is  cut  or  bruised.  Upon 
contact  with  the  sap  the  skin 
erupts  and  the  flesh  swells,  pro- 
ducing severe  pain.  Larry  and 
Carl  were  out  of  commission  for 
several  days  with  painfully 
swollen  limbs. 


The  excavation  area  encom- 
passes swampy  ground.  In  or- 
der to  dig  trenches,  the  water 
table  had  to  be  lowered.  First, 
well  points  were  driven  into  the 
spongy  soil  and  connected  with 
a pump.  This  effort  to  drain  the 
area  proved  unsuccessful.  Then 
deep  holes  were  dug.  These  were 
allowed  to  fill  with  water  and 
then  pumped  dry. 

After  13  days  of  pumping  the 
ater  level  was  down  nearly  four 
feet,  enough  to  allow  excavation 
to  begin.  Seven  trenches  were 
dug,  the  longest  one  being  about 
30  yards.  They  were  a yard  wide 
and  the  depth  varied  from  one 
to  three  and  one-half  yards 
deep. 

Three  burials  were  uncover- 
ed, but  the  remains  were  badly 
deteriorated  because  of  the  wet 
ground.  However,  some  50,000 
pot  sherds  (pottery  fragments) 
were  collected.  In  addition,  a 
huge  altar-like  sculpture  was 
uncovered.  Remains  of  orange 
and  red  paint  still  cling  to  the 
expertly  carved  stone.  Tentative 
estimates  place  the  origin  in  the 
Classical  Maya  period. 

Larry  Ray,  Carl,  M Harvey 
Taylor  and  Dr.  Jakeman  did  lit- 
tle actual  heavy  digging  as  they 
were  needed  to  supervise  the 
Mexican  laborers.  They  kept 
their  eyes  peeled  to  prevent  pot- 
tery remains  from  further  frag- 
mentation. 

Ray  became  the  camp  doctor, 
administering  the  shots  when- 
ever necessary  and  making  sure 


that  they  all  took  the  daily  dose 
of  quinine  pills.  Thtere  were 
other  discomforts  besides  the 
more  than  100  degree  heat  and 
high  humidity.  They  atl  suffer- 
ed from  amoebic  dysentery.  Yes, 
they’re  glad  to  be  back  home.
